“Pur on the whole armor of God, that ye may be able 
to stand against the wiles of the devil. 

For we wrestle not against flesh and blood, but against 
principalities, against powers, against the rulers of the 
darkness of this world, against spiritual wickedness in 
high places. 

Wherefore take unto you the whole armor of God, 
that ye may be able to withstand in the evil day, and 
having done all, to stand” (Eph. vi 11-13). 

“For then shall be great tribulation, such as was not 
since the beginning of the world until this time, no, nor 
ever shall be. 

And except those days should be shortened, there 
should no flesh be saved: but for the elect’s sake those 
days shall be shortened’? (Matt. xxiv 21, 22; John xiv 30; 
xvi 11; Eph. ii 2). 

It has not been our purpose in times past to give out 
information that would intimidate our readers: we would 
rather give them assurances that will make them strong 
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and wise. However, as we are now entering upon a time 
of trial such as never was, it becomes necessary that all 
should know something of the adversaries with which 
they are called to deal. 

The time was when the Lord’s people who simply be- 
lieved in the Lord Jesus and who lived in the spirit of 
devotion, without any desire for knowledge, were protect- 
ed by the angel of the Lord, but the time has now come 
when this condition is past. No longer can anyone rest 
in the mere spirit of devotion. The word has now gone 
forth: “То him that overcometh will I give to eat of the 
tree of life, which is in the midst of the paradise of God.” 
All others will be necessitated to pass over the river of 
death and to come up again in another incarnation. 

Our word is to the overcomers exclusively, and we 
know that all men and women who begin to live the re- 
generate life and who desire to know the truth, in order 
that the truth shall make them free from the law of sin and 
death, are accounted in insurrection against “ће prince 
of this world; and the adversaries from within them- 
selves and from without, will begin at once to useall their 
powers to mislead, drag down, and bind them in the old 
order of things, or to misguide them and lead them into 
certain organizations, that the evil ones are now forming 
in the world under false representations, so that they 
may receive the mark of the beast or animal desires; and 
once they have received this mark, it is very difficult for 
them to eradicate it from their foreheads, or to free 
themselves from its power. 

When the angel, the messenger of the Lord came to 
John with that wonderful revelation concerning the clos- 
ing period of the history of this age, one of the strong- 
est messages was, “Не that overcometh, et cetera.’’ This 
message was delivered to each of the seven churches, or 
seven vital centers of His people. Overcomes what? Of 
course, first, himself; but remember, in overcoming self 
we also must overcome the world. Jesus said, “Ве of 
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good cheer; I have overcome the world.” Again he said, 
“The prince of this world cometh, and hath nothing in 
me,” which emphatically implied that because there 
was nothing in him that belonged to or responded to the 
prince, or the ruling spirit, of this world, therefore it could 
not touch him, for he had overcome the world. 

They who overcome must meet and conquer all the 
adversaries that are now striving to organize the whole 
human family into a body which is to try to hold posses- 
sion of the world against the incoming of God’s people 
and his angels; but before bringing to light what we 
have to say on this subject, we wish to forearm our read- 
ers with the knowledge that, if your mind is pure and 
if your eye is single, having but one desire—to know, in 
order that you may do the will of God, and if you are 
faithfully following the highest and best that is given 
you, you are perfectly safe and will always be protected 
from these evil powers. In fact, unless there is some- 
thing within yourself that desires that which these pow- 
ers represent, they have no power over you. 

When the Spirit of the Lord called me apart from the 
world in 1874, I was led to go into the mountains in Sul- 
livan County, Pennsylvania, where a little company gath- 
ered, to be led and instructed by the Spirit. It was while 
there that the Lord came to me and called me to this 
work, and while there I was instructed in the laws gov- 
erning spirit manifestation, and іп the laws governing the 
workings of these wicked spirits, or elementals, upon the 
minds and hearts of the people. After I had been thoroly 
instructed in these and many other things, I went down 
from the mountains and lived in Philadelphia, but virtu- 
ally in seclusion, for some years, during which time I was 
investigating the phenomena of Spiritualism and of all 
occult manifestations, and the manifestations of the in- 
visible, in every possible form to which I could obtain ac- 
cess, and while I know that among the Spiritualists there 
are many good, honest, earnest people, yet I know too

that so far as they are led by these invisible intelligences, 
they are deceived, misled, and are gradually but surely 
being dragged down. 

* * * * * * * 

All who start out to overcome will find that there 
are times when they struggle with some dark power, and 
they know not what it is, but when that power is virtually 
overcome, when the power is broken, then will that dark 
influence show itself to the individual and make itself 
fully known, which indicates that it is conquered. But do 
not be deceived even by this, for, in every case, after 
they have revealed themselves these dark influences will 
make at least one more desperate effort. 

Every medium knows, and every careful investigator 
of Spiritualism knows what it means to have these dark 
influences threaten them with dire results if they do not 
yield to their demands, but if a person has never yielded 
to them, nor sought their aid, but trusts in God, and in- 
vestigates simply in order that he may know, these pow- 
ers сап have no effective influence upon him. То those 
who have been threatened by these dark influences our 
instructions have always been to defy them in their 
threats and rise above them, for then they can do nothing. 

There are many organizations that are being formed 
in the world, which we have also carefully investigated, 
and we know that there are certain so-called mystic 
orders, occult societies, which are carried on apparently 
wholly by persons in the body and that there are others 
which are carried on by persons in the body who claim 
that their ‘‘master’”’ is in the spirit; and we know that 
there are many of these who are working directly under 
the control of these dark influences—we may call them 
elementals, as the Hindus do; call them demons, as the 
Bible does, or call them spirits, as the Spiritualists do, it 
matters not. But many will ask: ‘‘Where do they come 
from? What are they?” The WATCH TOWER people have 
said that they are fallen angels. The Hindus say that they 
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are organized elements that spring into existence thru the 
operation of the same law by which тап"сотез into ex- 
istence and therefore they are nature spirits, but as their 
number and variety are so great, for our part we}would 
not attempt to say much about their origin. But we have 
reason to believe that some of them are departed souls of 
men and women who in their lifetime lived wholly in the 
senses; some of them in the in the lower and evil passions 
—and as these passions were the composition of their 
nature, they are not changed by the loss of the body. 
But some of these beings tha we have seen have made us 
wonder what they are and where they came from, because 
they appeared in such a variety of shapes. However, 
we have never deemed it of sufficient importance to search 
out their origin, for that matters but little. That they 
exist, it is necessary that we should know, and we should 
know also that they have no power over God’s people, 
only so far as they can get control of evilly disposed per- 
sons in the body and cause them to persecute God’s peo- 
ple thru psychological power. We read in Revelation that 
\ the time will come when—and we believe it is rapidly 
approaching—when the demons will have such full control 
Y of the world, and of the rulers of the world, that they 
| will bring about a terrible persecution of all those who 
L hold to the true doctrine of the Christ. 

Many of these societies of which we speak, called oc- 
cult societies or mystic orders, claim to hold to the Bible, 
and actually to take up the truths which are taught by the 
Lord’s people, and hold them up as if they were the lead- 
ing tenets of their order; but, on careful investigation, 
we have found that unless a person is willing to yield to 
certain lower passions, they will not be accepted as 
members. Especially is this true among those societies, 
organizations, whose headship is claimed to be on the 
invisible side, but we believe that in all cases where these 
societies are inversive or perversive in their character, 
governed by the prince of this world, no person will be 
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imprest into joining with them unless there is some evil 
in his own heart which leads him to do so, 

Now, we do not say that all the mystic Orders that 
are before the world at the present time are under the 
control of these evil influences, but we do say, as we 
have said in our former writings, let every one of God’s 
people stand alone with God, until he knows without a 
doubt the voice of the guiding intelligence and is led by 
and thru that Divine guidance to unite with some organ- 
ized body of God’s chosen people; for you can not become 
a member of any organized body without being partaker 
of the spirit governing that body, in every particular. 
Therefore, we repeat, be careful to what body you unite 
yourself. (B. R., Vol. III p. 356.)

WHAT THE BIBLE TEACHES 


BY ENOCH PENN 


HEALTH IS “CATCHING” 


Question.—I once read an article in which the writer 
stated that ‘‘health is catching,” just the same as disease. 
What do you think about this? 

Answer.—Yes, it is true. When the woman who had an 
issue of blood twelve years came and touched the hem of 
Jesus’ garment, she caught of his health, and was healed. 
He said, “I perceive virtue is gone out of me,” which 
implied that he gave out to her of his healthy life. 

When one has lived the regenerate life, has retained 
his seed until filled with life, sometimes the presence of 
а sickly person will in a measure deplete him of life, as a 
warm substance gives of its warmth to a nearby cold sub- 
stance. This makes the sick person feel better, but it is 
sometimes distressing to the healthy one. Some persons 
who are sensitive to changes in their vitality will cross 
the street to avoid meeting those whose presence affects 
them unpleasantly. 


DISEASE IS OF THE MIND 


Question.—You have stated that a soul may retain 
the diseased state of its body after it loses its body. 
Would you have us understand that disease of the body is 
of the soul? 

Answer.—Yes. 

Question.—If you claim that disease is of the soul, 
what evidence have we that it is so? 

Answer.—When Jesus healed the (epileptic?) lad, he 
said, ‘Thou deaf and dumb spirit, come out of him and 
enter no more into him,’’ and when this deaf and dumb 
spirit came out the lad was healed. His condition, then, 
was forced upon his body by the presence of a discarnate 
soul that was in that deaf and dumb state. The evidences 
are that the soul causes the body to manifest its beliefs. 
Because of this a healer by sending to a sick person with 
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his vitality, the thought of health, when the soul of the 
sick person accepts that thought, it begins to cause the 
body to manifest its belief; the body gets well. We be- 
lieve that all chronic diseased states are maintained by 
the persistent belief of the soul, usually, if not always, 
maintained by the presence and influence of a discarnate 
foul in that same state. This Jesus showed by his mir- 
acles of healing, and this is really one of the fundamental 
tenets of the Christian religion as offered in the Bible. 


THE ELOHIM—THE FATHER 


Question. —What do you understand Jesus meant by 
his words to one of his disciples, who said, ‘Show us the 
Father and it sufficeth us.” And Jeeus answered, “Не 
that hath seen me hath seen the Father”? 

Answer.—God, the Father, the Elohim, the Creator, 
is that body of intelligences in the heavens who said to 
each other, “её us make man in OUR image, after OUR 
likeness.” As Jesus said, “I came out from God, and I 
return to God.” It seems that he gave his disciples to 
understand that as one of the Elohim (Gods) he came to 
earth, sent by them to do a certain work. And when that 
work was done, he would return to them, to be among 
them again as he was before. This is implied in his 
prayer: ‘‘Glorify thou me with the glory that I had with 
thee before the world [this age] was.” 

God the Creator is not an individual person, but that 
body of the Elohim (Elohim, Hebrew, meaning Gods) who 
are called “Тһе God of hosts,” apparently because there 
are hosts of them. Tho they are many in number, yet they 
are one in thought and purpose. As Mr. Butler says in 
“The Goal of Life,” “We are not here presenting you 
with many Gods, but with a God of many members.’” 
And this seems to have been the thought in the mind of 
Jesus, and was implied in his words, when in his prayer to 
the Father about his disciples he said, “‘that they may all 
be one as we are.” That is, as ће God of hosts are a 
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body of many united in spirit, in thought and in purpose, 
во he prayed that his disciples might attain to the same 
unity. So the answer of Jesus was equivalent to, “He that 
hath seen me hath seen the Father,” for I am one of 
them. 


THE MARK OF THE BEAST 


Question.—What do you understand to be “ће mark 
of the beast” as mentioned in Revelation, that the unre- 
deemed are to receive in their hands and in their fore- 
heads? 

Answer.—Among certain savage tribes it has been, 
and is, a custom to tattoo marks on their faces to indicate 
to which tribe they belong; and sometimes slaves were 
branded to identify them. To mark the forehead, or seat 
of intelligence, indicates one to have the intelligence and 
understanding in accord with the mark. We read that the 
redeemed received on their foreheads the name of God 
and of his son, implying that the thought and understand- 
ing were in accord with the Divine nature. The mark of 
the beast, or animal, on the forehead and on the hand in- 
dicates that the mind and the works are wholly in accord 
with the animal nature. Such persons are simply intelli- 
gent animals, and nothing more. The animal nature, or 
the carnal mind, “48 enmity against God,” spiritual things 
are foolishness to it. Because of these things we would 
say that to have the mark of the beast on the forehead is 
to be in a mental state which makes the understanding 
of spiritual things impossible. And the mark on the hand 
indicates that the works will be accordingly. 


MEMBERSHIP IN THE ORDER OF MELCHISEDEK 


Question.—Please advise me how is membership in 
The Order of Melchisedek to be attained? 

Answer.—Among those in the heavens there is estab- 
lished The Order of Melchisedek, with Jesus as High 
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Priest. One who follows Jesus in the regeneration will, 
in time, and it should not take many years, be initiated 
into that Order when those in the Spirit-world see that 
one is ready. We have written and have for sale a book 
on The Order of Melchisedek which will give you the in- 
formation you desire, so far as we are able to give it. 
Question. — Is it proper for one to stimulate the sex- 
organs as long as one does not waste the vital fluid? 
Answer.—Relative to your idea of stimulating the 
sex-function, our experience seems to prove that those 
who really seek the regeneration and maintain the proper 
attitude of devotion toward God while retaining the seed 
will have all the activity they can handle, for the pray- 
erful attitude causes them to inspire a higher quality of 
life which in itself excites the sex-function to activity. 


A SPIRITUAL CONSCIOUSNESS 


Question.—What does it mean to have a spiritual соп- 
sciousness? 

Answer.—If you were completely blind, you would 
be unconscious of the appearance of the many things 
about you, but if you gradually became able to see, a 
new world would open itself to your consciousness, a 
world of light. It was always about you, but you were 
unconscious of it. And if you were completely deaf and 
you began gradually to hear, until you could hear per- 
fectly, then a new world would open to you, a world of 
sound. Sounds are nearly always to be heard but the 
deaf are unconscious of them. It is the same relative to 
the activities of the spiritual world. The Church teaches 
about going to heaven as tho it were in a certain locality, 
but if to be in heaven is to be in the presence of God, as 
the Church teaches, then we are now in heaven as much 
as we ever will or can be. For if God is everywhere, and 
“їп him we live and move and have our being,” and if 
the words of the Spirit, “Бо not I fill heaven and earth??? 
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are true, then we are as much in the presence of God, as 
much in heaven, now as we ever will or can be. Our 
task is not to go to some distant heaven when we die, but 
to develop our inherent faculties so that we can become 
conscious of the spiritual world in which we now live, but 
of which we are not conscious, and сап not be conscious 
until we live so that our dormant soul-senses awake. 
We have been taught that when the body dies, if one 
has believed certain things the soul will have a spirit- 
ual consciousness, but we can find nothing in the Bible 
nor in nature as evidence that the soul knows anything 
more when out of the body than while in the body. All 
the teachings of the Bible are directed toward developing 
jthe man into Godlikeness of character, of knowledge and 
We power, so that he can control all things in this world 
Чапа make ita paradise. And that he should grow into 
Godlikeness and learn to dominate all nature was in the 
beginning the declared purpose of his Creator concern- 
ing him 
It was to teach men how to live so that they would 
/ become conscious of that spiritual world in which we 
now live, but of which very few have any conscious- 
ness, that Jesus came to earth, And they who faithfully 
/ follow Jesus into the regeneration, into the new birth, 
| will find that the eyes and the ears of the soul will open 
| and they will be able to see and hear and know in the 
Spirit-world, in heaven. 


TO BE SAVED 


Question.—I should like to have you explain to me 
the meaning or implication of the word | “Бауей” in the 
statement, ‘‘whosoever shall call upon the name of the 
Lord shall be saved.” My reason for asking is that there 
seems to be many who believe that the word ‘‘saved”’ as 
used here signifies that when they die they will be taken 
to heaven. 

Answer.—Other passages in the Bible show very 
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clearly that the word ‘‘saved” as used here can not have 
the meaning of being saved in heaven; for the conditions 
of salvation are not so easy and simple as that. The im- 
plication here seems to be that they who call on, or invoke 
the help of, God shall receive help, or deliverence from 
their difficulty. We believe this is true to-day. No doubt 
the degree of sincerity on the part of the one who calls 
determines the degree of help received. But how many 
-know the name of the Lorp that they may call upon it? 
/ It is written, “The name YAHVEH is a strong tower, the 
\ righteous runneth into it, and is safe.” 

Unhappily the word “Бауед” and “заїуайоп,” and 
other words are used very loosely in the Bible, and that 
the church people should accept this statement to mean a 
full salvation of the soul is unfortunate. This unquestion- 
ing belief is one of the reasons that many Christians re- 
fuse to listen to and are unable to perceive the teachings 
of the Bible. 


DENYING ONESELF 


Question. —Jesus said “ЇЇ any man would follow me, 
let him deny himself and take up his cross, and follow 
me.” I should like to know what you think is meant by 
the words ‘‘deny himself.” 

Answer.—Our understanding of these words is that 
they refer to the same thought exprest by the words “Риё 
off the old man with his deeds.” 

We all know that even tho we try to be still and stop 
thinking, still thoughts of different kinds will be forced 
thru the brain and we think willy nilly. This thinking 
is not of the mind, it is of the body, it is the “‘carnal’’ 
nature. The fact that these thoughts are not acceptable 
to us and the conclusions reached are not in accord with 
our best judgment shows that these thoughts do not orig- 
inate with us, are not our own. All this must be stopt; 
we must deny and refuse to allow this ‘‘carnal mind,” 
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this ‘mind of the flesh,” to rule us. The carnal mind 
must be rejected as the judge and arbiter in the affairs of 
our lives and kept in its place as a servant. As it is writ- 
ten in I Cor. x 5, “Casting down imaginations, and every 
high thing that exalteth itself against the knowledge of 
God, and bringing into captivity every thought to the 
obedience of Christ.” That is, compel all thinking to be 
of the Christ-mind which we are putting on. For the 
“new man,” the “‘mind which was in Christ,” must be 
the judge and master in all matters. 

The writer once heard Mr. Butler say, ‘‘To get con- 
trol of the seed is a gigantic task; but to get control of 
the mind is a ten times greater task.” If we do not get 
control of our minds can we be that which we will to be? 
Are we not the slaves of whatever can compel us to think 
as it will? Do not men control others by causing them to 
think what they want them to think? 


THE LAWS OF NATURE 


Question.—I have wondered why you speak so often 
about natural laws when we are supposed to be learning 
spiritual laws, or perhaps it would be more correct to say, 
Why do you insist that we learn the laws of nature when 
what we really need to learn is the laws relative to Spirit, 
seeing we seek to livela spiritual life? 

Answer.—Our bodies are subject to the natural laws 
of this material world. And since to follow Jesus per- 
fectly is to overcome death and live forever, we see the 
necessity of knowing and applying all the natural laws 
pertaining to our bodies, so that we may keep them in 
perfect health. And the fact that people suffer more or 
less from sickness, and premature death is so common, 
shows the need of a knowledge of the laws relative to 
our own bodies. 

Dietetics and physical exercise practically include all 
that is studied relative to the health of the body, save 
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among those who study the effect of mental states upon 
the body. Paul announced, “Тїе sorrow of the world 
worketh death,” which was а clear declaration that the 
health of the body is affected by the feelings; and we 
know that the thoughts affect the feelings. 

One great difficulty is that most persons are extrem- 
ists: one accepts a certain medicine as a cure-all; another, 
physical exercise; another, dietetics; another, states of 
mind; another, prayer. Experience seems to show that 
no one thing is enough. 

If persons care so little that they pay very little 
attention to the physical processes which affect their 
bodies, it is not to be expected that they will pay much 
attention to the effect upon their bodies of their mental 
states. One of the Bible writers summed up the question 
of the effect of the feelings and emotions by saying ‘‘An- 
ger dwelleth in the bosom of fools.’’? And when we observe 
in our own bodies how anger poisons both the body and 
the mind, we must conclude that statement is correct, 
We have found by experience that usually to state a sim- 
ple law of mind or of the effects of certain actions upon 
both body and mind, provokes incredulity or ridicule, if 
not violent antagonism. 

Since they are very few who have any consciousness 
of Spirit, seeing that the laws of the body and of the 
mind are commonly so little understood, and so fully ig- 
nored, what use would be served by teaching the laws 
relative to a spiritual life, save only those natural laws 
the observance of which is but a preparation for the at- 
taining of a spiritual consciousness? And this the Bible, 
from one end to the other, makes the effort to do. 

The fatal fallacy which the Church has for centuries 
taught the people, that if they will only believe and ac- 
cept and acknowledge Jesus as their Savior because of his 
sufferings and death on the cross, they will go home to 
heaven when they die, thus making a short life and quick 
death the chiefest blessing of those who believe, seems 
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to be the chief cause of the ignorance relative to the care 
of the body and the development of the mind, in that it 
denies the need of knowledge and understanding. 


PREACHING THE GOOD NEWS 


Question.—What is your explanation of the state- 
ment of Jesus that after the gospel of the kingdom had 
been preached to all nations the end would come. Just 
what the term “‘the end” means is not very clear to me. 
But the churches have spread their teachings thruout the 
world; there is no nation, scarcely a tribe, to whom they 
have not given their teachings.

THE MEANING OF OUR FRONTISPIECE 


Tae Esoteric Work is now well on its way in its fifty- 
first year, the fiftieth year having closed with the June 
number of this magazine. During those fifty years,

SOLAR BIOLOGY 
ANSWERE TO QUERIES 


THE following question has come to us: “І understand 
that the zodiac is made by the sun focalizing the influence 
it receives from the constellation it is in upon the earth; 
the sun radiating them out in this way making the differ- 
ent signs of the zodiac. Will you please let me know if 
this understanding is correct? I got this idea from read- 
ing a prominent magazine. 

Answer.—No, this idea is not correct. If you will 
examine Diagram No. 5, on page xxxiv of Solar Biology 
you will see that from the earth as its center there radi- 
ates the twelve rays of the zodiac, this is the zodiac used. 
by all Astrologers, and the positions of the heavenly bod- 
ies, as viewed from the earth, constitute the geocentric 
point of observation. ү 

You will then observe that from the sun аз a center 
there radiates another set of twelve signs, it is another 
zodiac, corresponding to the zodiac that radiates from the - 
earth, save only that its signs are in reversed order. These 
signs radiating from the sun, which we call the sun’s 
zodiac, is the zodiac thru the signs of which the planets 
swing as they circle around the sun. Viewing the heay- 
enly bodies from the sun constitutes the heliocentric point 
of observation. The planets do not travel in the earth’s 
zodiac, they only seem to, for they do not travel around 
the earth; the moon is the only body that travels around 
the earth; therefore, the moon is the only body that is 
concerned or connected with the earth’s zodiac. To illus- 
trate this point: We know that the planets do not ‘‘retro- 
grade,” they only appear to do so. We know that they 
travel around the sun egular order, but viewed from 
the earth they appear to ‘‘retrograde.”’ 

The earth revolving in its zodiac, as the armature of 
an electric generator revolves in its magnetic field gives 
us the “‘rising signs,” or what Astrologers call the “ав 
cendent.’? And the moon travels around the earth thru 
the twelve signs of the earth’s zodiac, which gives us the 
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moon’s positions. As stated before, the moon is the only 
body which is in the earth’s zodiac. 

And as stated, the planets travel around the sun thru 
the signs of the sun’s zodiae, which zodiac bears no rela- 
tion whatever to the constellations. The constellations 
have nothing to do with the sun’s zodiac, that zodiac 
which radiates from the sun as its center. Astrology does 
not recognize the sun’s zodiac. 


Question.—Have you any books concerning Zodiacal 
and Planetary influences that affect the regeneration? 

Answer.—As you seem not to be acquainted with our 
teachings, and because the word | “тевепегайоп” is used 
by many publications in quite a different sense from its 
true meaning of being born again, we would say that so 
far as planetary influences are to be considered by those 

+ who seek the regeneration, it is because of their effect on 
the sex-nature. 

Whenever the moon comes into the sign the earth was 
in when you were born you experience a time of strong 
sex-activity. And to attain the regeneration, the re- 
birth, of which Jesus spoke to Nicodemus, saying, Үе 
must be born again,” one must retain the seed. . This 
statement is in harmony with the words in I John iii 9, 
“He that is born of God does not miss, for his seed re- 
maineth in him.” For this reason it is important. that 
one who’ has not gotten control of the generative impul- 
ses does well to know these times that һе may guard 
against them. Among other things certain planetary po- 
sitions excite the sex-nature, but the influence of the moon 
is most prominent. 

If you will take the yearly ephemeris used in Solar 
Biology, or the one given month by month in this maga- 
zine, and watch the times when the moon comes into your 
sign and be on your guard, you may find it to be a great 
help to you. 
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You may ask, ‘‘Why may I not use an ordinary Alma- 
тас?” Because most almanacs give the time when the 
moon enters the constellations and not the signs, and the 
place of the signs and of the constellations, of the same 
name, do not agree. 

As the positions of the moon show when one should 
be most on guard, so experience shows that at the time 
when one’s rising sign or “авсепдеп(? is coming up while 
the moon is in one’s birth-sign is the time of greatest 
danger. One does well to set an alarm clock so as to 
awaken before that time. In order to know the time when 
one’s rising sign is rising we have the “Zodiacal Indica- 
tor.”

Solar Biology is a subject in which I am very much 
interested.

begin having babies without the help of men. 

Again, there are some who teach that “герепегайоп 
can be attained by their particular system of diet; others, 
again, that regeneration may be attained by a ‘‘short 
cut” thru a system of fasting. Still others sell ‘‘Regen- 
eration Tea,” doubtless purchesei by the credulous in the 
belief that it will greatly accelerate the onward march 
of the neophyte; and, if we are not misinformed, there 
may even bea “Боу-реап” course in regeneration, And 
this misuse of the word Regeneration is very largely by 
those who claim to be teaching spiritual truths. 

It is largely because people have had no experience in 
the regeneration and the meaning of the word is not real- 
ized that it is used wrongly and thus its meaning is being 
changed. But we would say that in ‘‘The Christian Eso- 
teric,’’ and in all of our other publications, when we use 
the word ‘‘regeneration’’ we mean, to be generated again, 
or to be born again, which means to awaken to conscious- 
ness into another and higher world, the Spirit-world, 
the angel-world, heaven; which can be done only by living 
in harmony with the teachings found in the Bible.
